Applicants claim organophosphorous compound and the use thereof as therapeutic agents 
for treatment of infectious diseases. The closest prior art of record is to Kamiya et al, US 
4,206,156. Kamiya et al teach hydroxyaminohydrocarbonphosphonic acid compounds that differ 
from the instantly claimed compounds in that the instantly claimed compounds have at least one 
cycloalkyl as substituent The prior art neither teach nor suggest the compounds of this 
application.
